TURKISH RIOTS ECHO 
LIBERTY FOR BELKIS 


Shrill cries of “liberty” and ‘Viva NATO” are but 
faint echoes for Mrs. Belkis Artemel, mother of SAC Turk- 
ish student Engin Artemel. 

' A citizen of Istanbul, Mrs. Artemel was sent by the 
Turkish government to survey U. S. college dormitories 
prior to the recent anti-government uprisings. 

“You can’t imagine how lucky I feel to have my 
mother in the United States with me. She is Dean of Dor- 
mitories at the University of Istanbul and, as one can read 
in the newspapers, the school is in a very hot spot,’”’ Engin 
related. 

In Engin’s words, the battle is between the educated 
and uneducated. Naturally, the intelligencia are able to 
see the rise of dictatorship and are anxious to suppress it 
before it takes hold on the entire company. 

“If either my mother or I were back in Istanbul, I’m 
sure we would join the students in yelling, ‘Viva NATO,’ 
Engin said. 

Mrs. Artemel will return to the hot spot at the end of 
this summer. At that time, she will hand im her report of 
U. S. college life to the Turkish Government for their re- 
view. 
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GIVES PHILOSOPHY 


Age Doesn’t Make Us 
Smarter, Relates Knott 


“Look around and you will find that age doesn’t make us wise or smarter, but 
gives us the sense of judgement and something to look back on.”’’ 

This is the observation of 70-year-old Walter Knott, 
world-renowned Knott’s Berry Farm, who recently addressed. Royal Marten’s California 


history class. 

To reinforce his opening state- 
ment, Knott introduced two old- 
time Californians to the class via 
colored drawings and _ explained 
how they thought, lived, and acted. 

Lucky Baldwin 

Lucky Baldwin, founder of 
Santa Anita Race Park, became a 
vivid personality through Knott’s 
detailed description of his early 
life in Southern California. 

“Baldwin bought the Santa 
Anita Ranch for $200,000 to build 
an 80,000 acre race horse farm. 
His seclusion for business plans 
was located in the San Bernardino 
mountains. But after he got up 
there, he realized that the Santa 
Fe tracks bypassed his newly ac- 
quired ranch. So, he had 50 Santa 
Fe railwaymen build a track to 
the ranch for his own  conven- 
ience,”’ Knott related. 


Shorty Harris 

Another early friend of Knott’s 
was Shorty Harris, who later be- 
came a legendary figure among 
California prospectors. Shorty 
camped at Grandpa Springs in 
1902 when Al Meyers came down 
from the “gold rich’? mountains to 
offer Shorty a partnership in gold 
mining. Shorty’s 
‘“no.”’ 

“But as fate would have it, five 
days later Al Meyers made the big 
strike and soon six men took five 
million dollars. Oddly enough, this 
didn’t break Shorty’s heart and his 
determination led him to more 
prospecting,” Knott reminisced. 

Tiffany Buys 

Shorty struck ore at the Bullfrog 
Mining Camp and made a fortune 
selling his gold to Tiffany, famous 
New York jeweler. 

“T hope you will see that these 
people I have mentioned came in 
covered wagons and_ prospered 
without government aid! Why did 
they? There are three obvious rea- 
sons,”’ Knott stated. - 


Personal Freedom 

“First of all, the people had a 
degree of personal freedom. 
Secondly, they didn’t have to sup- 
port a big government. And last of 
all, due to their hardships, they 
were made. strong, self-reliant 
people. 

This was Knott’s personal phil- 
osophy of success without govern- 
ment. 

Income Tax 
_ “The biggest change I observed 
in the early 1900’s was the 16th 
Amendment declaring income tax. 
This has caused so much grief that 
we’re getting hurt,” Knott an- 
nounced. 

He went on to say, “Growth has 
been so fast in the past twenty 
years, that today the interest on 
the national debt is greater than 
the cost of running government. 
It will eventually end in socialism 
if the debt gets larger.’’ 

After observing the growth of 
the United States for 70 years, 
Knott felt safe in concluding, 
“we’re going in the wrong direc- 
tion!”’
